Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowed over prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach or suggest the claimed method for forming an adhesion between dielectric layers, 
which includes the claimed feature regarding the first portion of the second dielectric 
layer has a dielectric constant in the range of about 2.8 to 3.5 and a thickness that is 
less than about 10 angstroms. The closest prior art is the reference to Uglow et al. 
Although the lower portion of the dielectric layer 204 (Fig. 8A) might include a dielectric 
portion that has a dielectric constant in the range of about 2.8 to 3.5, Uglow fails to 
disclose or suggest said lower portion having a thickness of less than 10 angstroms as 
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claimed. It would have been unobvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify 
Uglow's teaching by making the thickness of said lower portion to be limited to less 
than 10 angstroms because Uglow's invention is not directed to the formation of an 
adhesive layer between dielectric layers so that such a thin adhesive layer could be 
used.
